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THE CALIFORNIA JOINT COMMITTEE ON

The committees of the Association of California Secondary School 
Principals and the California Junior College Federation on school 
credit for work experience, appointed some two years ago, met in joint 
session in San Francisco on May 3, 1941, to consider mutual problems. 
Among the conclusions reached as a result of the day’s deliberations, 
two were important to the future activities of groups engaged in this 
study : 

1. Too much emphasis has been given to credit for work experiences, 
and insufficient emphasis to the educative value of work experi- 
ences. 

. A single committee, the membership of which is representative of 
various school interests, could well be substituted for the two com- 
mittees.

Accordingly, May 24, 1941, was designated as the time for reor- 
ganization. On that day the two committees were discontinued, and 
in their place was organized the California Joint Committee on School 
Credit for Work Experience. The chairman of the new Committee is 
Henry A. Cross, Dean, San Luis Obispo Junior College; and the Secre- 
tary is Ruth Macfarlane, Director, Division of Student Work, National 
Youth Administration, Los Angeles.

The Joint Committee agreed unanimously upon several functions 
which are enumerated and discussed in the following section. 
1. To join efforts of individuals and of organizations represented on 
the Committee to develop work experience as a part of the educa- 
tive process. 


Many individuals and groups are interested in this development. 
The joining of efforts of these individuals and groups should conserve 
effort, provide for interchange of ideas, stimulate growth of work 
experience programs, and accelerate development of work experience 
as a part of the educative process. 

2. To state a philosophy of work experience as an integral part of 
the educational program. 


A basie philosophy concerning work experience as education will 
do much to assist in its development. Such a philosophy should be 
formulated. The members of the subcommittee to carry out this fune- 
tion are Dwayne Orton, Chairman; Rosco C. Ingalls, Earle E. Craw- 
ford, and E. A. Cottrell. 

3. To survey existing work experience practices and trends as they 
are appearing in educational programs.

Many schools are including, or planning to include, work experi- 
ence as a part of their educational programs. Intentions and develop- 
ments should be revealed, analyzed, and described. The members of 
the subcommittee to carry out this function are Leo B. Baisden, Chair- 
man; William R. Odell, F. G. Murdock, M. G. Blair, and Barton L. 
Webb. 

4.To act as a clearing house for the dissemination of information 
through available organizations, publications, and agencies. 


Not only should work experience practices and data be divulged, 
but information concerning them should be disseminated to educational 
institutions. 

The inclusion of work experience was an important topic of dis- 
cussion at workshops held in California colleges and universities during 
the summer. These workshops included one on the junior college at 
the University of California at Berkeley, another of the same type at 
the University of California at Los Angeles, and a third devoted to 
curricular problems of senior and four-year high schools held at 
Berkeley. 

The subcommittee charged with the responsibility of disseminating 
information will be known as the editorial board, and will consist of 
the chairman and secretary of the Joint Committee plus the chairman 
of the appropriate subcommittee. 


5. To recommend desirable work experience practices and procedures. 


Prominent among the items or topics pertaining to work experience 
which are worthy of study are methods of financing a student’s work 
experiences, organization of work experience programs, school’s advi- 
sory committee, forms and reports, appraisal of the value of work 
experiences, guidance, placement, and follow-up. The Committee will 
act as a whole in making recommendations in these areas. 

6. To explore and encourage the articulation of all agencies which can 
contribute to the development of work experience programs. 


Prominent among such groups are local, county, and state advisory 
committees; education associations of all levels; and governmental 
agencies whose responsibility, admitted or implied, is educational. The 
members of the subcommittee to carry out this function are Guy 
A. Weakley, Chairman; Frank M. Wright, V. A. Dunlavy, and 
Florence Porter. 

7. To encourage experimentation by individual schools in the develop- 
ment of work experiences in the educational program. 


Although some educative work experience exists in most schools, no 
single pattern is to be found for its organization and administration. 
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Experimentation should be carried on to discover the best methods of 
organizing work experiences and procedures in determining the values 
which have accrued to the student. This committee proposes to encour- 
age experimentation of this type in individual schools. The Committee 
will act as a whole in recommending and appraising types of experimen- 
tation. 
8. To encourage the inclusion in school budgets of financial provisions 
for adequate administrative and supervisory support of work 
experience. . 


Work experience, as part of the educative program, may prove to 
be costly. It will in any event require some financial provision. Pro- 
visions which may be made in school budgets to take care of work 
experiences should be investigated and encouraged when expedient. 
The Committee will act as a whole in the exercise of this function. 

9.To provide reports on legal provisions and school board regula- 
tions pertaining to work experience as a part of the educational 
program. 


There are many phases of work experience involving the legal pro- 
visions regarding state financial support of education, credit toward 
graduation, and conditions under which work may be carried on. New 
relationships are involved, and interpretations of the law and of regu- 
lations will be necessary. This interpretation is to be supplied through 
a subcommittee on legal questions, the members of which are Aubrey A. 
Douglass, Chairman; Elmer T. Worthy, and M. G. Blair. 

The Committee invites suggestions and recommendations, and asks 
assistance in dealing with the improvement of work experience as a 
part of the educative program in California. Communications should 
be addressed to Dean Henry A. Cross, San Luis Obispo Junior College, 
San Luis Obispo, California.

ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINION 
Application of Deering Act 6211 (Green Bill) 


The provisions of Deering Act 6211 (Statutes of 1933, Chapter 
602) are applicable to damage or destruction of school district build- 
ings caused by earthquakes occurring after the effective date of the act, 
including an earthquake occurring in May, 1940. (AGO NS3369, 
April 30, 1941)

STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION ACTIONS 


The following actions were taken by the California State Board of 
Edueation at its meeting in San Francisco on July 11 and 12, 1941. 


Royalty on Language Textbooks. The Board adopted a resolution 
directing the president of the Board to enter into an agreement with 
the Silver Burdette Company whereby the royalty to be paid on the lan- 
guage textbooks entitled Thinking, Speaking and Writing would be 
the sum of $160,000, one-half to be paid in October, 1941, and the 
balance one year from that time, instead of the royalties provided in 
the original agreement, on the basis of each book printed and dis- 
tributed, as follows: fourth-grade book, $0.16; fifth-grade book, $0.16; 
sixth-grade book, $0.168; seventh-grade book, $0.208, and eight-grade 
book, $0.232. | 


Detention of Pupils for Disciplinary Purposes. Subsection H of 
Section III of Part I of the Rules and Regulations of the State Board 
of Education was amended to read as follows: 


Pupils may be detained in school for disciplinary or other reasons 
for reasonable times, but not more than one hour, in addition to the time 
provided tor the maximum school day under Section I, Subsection B 


hereof. 
Teachers shall not require pupils to perform janitorial or other 
services which may be detrimental to health. 


Rules and Regulations on Special Day and Evening Classes for 
Adults. The Board adopted a number of changes in its Rules and 
Regulations governing the approval of special day and evening classes 
for adults. These changes will be incorporated in a revision of the 
Handbook on Adult Education to be published by the State Depart- 
ment of Education in the near future.

1941-42.
